by Dean Tweedy of the Yale University 
Divinity School, preaching at Madison Av- 
enue Presbyterian Church. “We often get 
mixed up when we think that people can- 
not be saints and men and women of the 
world at the same time. If we speak of a 
saint as one who cuts himself off from the 
world, and a man of the world who is cross 
selfish and egotistical, then the virtues of 
the two cannot be combined. But if we 
mean by saints those who see the real val- 
ues of life and those men and women who 
can be turned inside out in the sunlight 
without disclosing anything to be ashamed 
of; if we mean by men and women of the 
world all of us at our best and most sin- 
cere state, then we must know that a per- 
gon can be a saint and a man of the world 
at the same time.

For 
Holland and the Netherlands have had a 
checkered history. The ancient Romans 
knew. the original people of the Nether- 
lands as the Batavi who lived on an island 
between the two branches of the Rhine 















north. They were a hardy, simple hospit- 
able faithful folk, who hunted or fished or 
led a pastoral life. 

They were under Roman-rule until the 
fourth century; then they were overrun by 
the Franks, The Emperor Charlemagne 
ruled over the land. Later it was divided 
into small sovereignties and the United 


















ed under the counts of Holland and the 
bishop of Utrecht. In the five centuries of 


Holland passed into the hands of Charles 
the Fifth of Spain. After that there was a 
long war for religious and political inde- 
pendence which came to a crisis in the 
days of Philip Second. To William of Or- 
ange, known as the Silent, the Dutch Re- 
public owed its birth. In 1581 the Nether- 
lands declared their freedom, but it was 
1648 before they had soa far beaten Spain 
as to make her submit to their demand for 
independence.

It is said that the Dutch have many 
characteristics similar to the British, they 
are freedom-loving and are among the 
greatest of colonizing nations being will- 
ing to sacrifice to gain or retain liberty. 
Their colonial possessions are vastly out of 
proportion to the size of the homeland. 
The Boers in South Africa are descendants 
of. the sixteenth century colonists in South 
Africa. They are a naval people with all 
the courage of sailors, are inventive and 
industrious. They are a dairy people main- 
ly. Horticulture is one of their chief in- 
dustries, The British race of diverse peoples 
possesses, in a peculiar de; the quality 
of adaptation, which has had the result 
that there has never been a let up in Bri- 
tish prosperity and culture, while the Neth- 

ds, no whit behind the British in the 
seventeenth century, ceased to count as a 
world power. Motley the historian says 
that the people of the Netherlands, Bel- 
gians and Hollanders are of Celtic and

- “The announcement that one of the 
large automobile companies—the Pierce 
Arrow—will begin the production of trail- 
ers within a few weeks is a signal that the 
trailer-has “arrived”, says New York 
Times." It is not a new invention; but it is 
only within the last two years or so that it 
| has become really. popular and that its 
possibilities have been recognized. For a 
long time most trailers were homemade 
affairs; recently the demand has been sup- 
plied by some 200 manufacturers. The 
largest of these sold 400 in 1934 and has 
a production schedule this year of 10,000. 
“They are owned for a large variety 
of reasons; to see the country, to save ho- 
tel bills, to live in Maine in the Summer 
and Florida in the Winter, to enable one 
member of the family to take a nap while 
the other member drives, to.escape real 
estate taxation and State income taxation. 
Ordinary trailers cost from $800 to $1,200; 
they can be bought for as little as $800 or 
as’ much as $25,000. Those who have the 
cheaper trailers are known as tin-can tour-

are veritable land yachtsmen. It is estimat- 
ed that a couple can live in one for $12 a 
week, They are equipped with electric 
lights, ice chests, stoves, showers, chests of 
drawers, closets, berths that make up like 
Pullman sleepers in the daytime.
